House-Senate

F ist action was expected. 
The House itself was ready to 
go home on short notice. 
But the 
southerners were expected to drag 
out the debate over civil rights for 
two or three more days—possibly 
into next week. 
At the same time, this was the 
status of other major legislation: 
Immigration: 
The House called 
up its so-called hardship immigra­ 
tion bill for action. It would open 
American shores to thousands of 
additional immigrants. 
The Sen­ 
ate has passed a similar bill. 
Fay: The Senate passed by top 
heavy votes bills that would fatten 
the pay envelopes of 1,488.000 postal 
and federal white collar workers 
by an estimated $816,640,000. Both 
billa — already sped through the 
House — went to the White House. 
Republicans predicted both would 
be vetoed as inflationary. 
Festal: 
The 
administration’s 
postal rate boost bill that would 
bring in an extra half-billion a 
year in revenue appeared firmly 
shelved in the Senate Post Office 
Committee. The House has passed 
it. 
Crowds filled the galleries in­ 
termittently as the 85th Congress 
struggled through the final days 
of the session. 
Thousands of spectators 
gath­ 
ered to watch the House pass the 
new compromise civil rights bill 
Tuesday and rush it to the Sen­ 
ate. 
But only a scattering of on­ 
lookers watched the Senate de­ 
bate it Tuesday night until nearly 
midnight. 
Early in the evening an ailing 
old man was helped to the Sen­ 
ate floor by two aides. Sen 
Mat­ 
thew M. Neely (D-W. Va ) left a 
hospital bed to vote for the fed 
era! pay boost bills.

Temporarily, at least the press­ 
ing 
problems 
of financing 
the 
great growth of Amtrica’s ele­ 
mentary and secondary schools 
have been left to the states and 
cities. The widely held view that 
they can manage the matter will 
bow bo tested. 
Hard on the heels o' this diffi­ 
culty, however, comes the ques­ 
tion of how to keep pace with the 
vastly expanding college popula­ 
tion in America. 
In Its recent report, the Presi­ 
dent’s committee on higher edu­ 
cation forecast a doubling of col­ 
lege enrollments by 1970 to some 
six million students. The obvious 
question: 
Where will they find a 
place? 


Present colleges and universi­ 
ties could not possibly accommo­ 
date them. 
And the nation has 
only IS years to make ready for j 
this engulfing tide. When one real­ 
ties how long America's exist­ 
ing 
college 
“plant” 
has 
been 
building, he can gain some idea 
of the problem’s size. 
Unless hundreds of thousands 
of young Americans ar* to be de­ 
prived of the college training they 
need 
and want more 
and more, 
the 
country must 
plan now for 
their 
storming 
of 
the college 
gates. 
Mr. Eisenhower’s committee has 
some useful suggestions: 
Faculty 
salaries 
need 
to 
be 
hiked up to 80 per cent to attract 
teachers in sufficient number and 
quality to bear the rising load. 


Students — or their parents — 
•hould get marked help in meet­ 
ing 
the expenses of 
«chooling 
TTiis could Include tax deductions 
for achool outlays, and more cred­ 
it facilities for students. 
Congress 
ought 
to encourage 
bigger financial contributions from 
private sources by making the 
tax laws on the subject more fav­ 
orable. 
And it could well con­ 
tinue college housing loans and 
other existing educational aids. 
Except for these last proposals 
though, the group does not grapple 
hard with the fundamental mat­ 
ter: 
Who is to provide the money 
for ao huge an 
expansion of the 
country’s college establishment? 
Clearly, digging up such sums 
can’t be left 'n ehance, or the high 
level training of countless young 
Americans may be a dream un­ 
fulfilled. 
If to get a sensible fin­ 
ancing plan means another tour of 
duty for the President’s commit­ 
tee, then most citizens would say: 
“ Let’s have it.”

“ Up to now the policy on the 
show has leaned toward imitating 
the record that made a hit out of 
a song,” said Walker.

Pressure Cans 
Revolutionize 
Merchandising

NEW YORK — (NEA) — You 
push tile little valve down and the 
trichloromonoflu^-o methane 
goc> 
down and around and the pigeon 
repellent *omes out here. 
That is pretty much how* 
the 
pressure cans that have revolu 
lionized a large segment of Amer­ 
ican merchandising work. A shake 
of a can ,a press of a button, 
a 
gas expands and out comes the 
product—everything 
from 
pigeon 
repellent to dry 
vermouth 
fire 
extinguishing 
foam to 
whipped 
cream , rose dust to scouring pow 
der. 
And more and more cans 
are 
being shaken, buttons pressed and 
products sprayed every year. 
In 
1956, 
some 240,000.000 
* assorted 
pressure 
cans, 
carrying a total 
value of $250,000,000 were manti 
factored; hack in 1947, 
the 
firs) 
year sales were large enough to 
measure, the figure was a paltry 
I 5.000,000 units manufactured 
That’s a gain of 4.800 per cent 
in about nine years, which is 
a 
fairly high pressure percentage. 
The reason for the gain is simply 
that pressure cans offer the con­ 
sumer 
a handy dispenser 
of a 
wide variety products. 
o w * 


The pressure can dates 
from 
World War II. Scientists developed 
a “ bug bomb” for fighting insects 
in the South Pacific and for de­ 
lousing in occupied countries. The 
bug bomb carried over into civil­ 
ian use after the war, and insecti­ 
cides 
are 
still the 
number one 
seller in the pressurized can field 
But what once was a wide lead 
is now a slim one. So many prod­ 
ucts have been adapted to pres­ 
sure 
cans 
that the insecticide 
can’s lead is being threatened by 
several other types. 
In 1956, 56,000.000 cans of vari­ 
ous kinds of insect spray 
were 
made: 53,"OO,OOO cans of assorted 
hair 
s p r a \ ; 
45.400.000 
cans of 
lather shaving cream ; 
32,100.000 
cans of room deodorants; and mil 
lions upon millions of cans of odds 
and ends like shampoos, 
paints, 
artificial snow, perfume, sun tan 
oil, 
waxes, 
oven cleaners, 
rug 
cleaners 
and virtually anything 
you can imagine. 
And there arc other millions of 
cans of products for industrial use 
made, too.

Actually, there are two kinds of 
pressure cans, technically known 
as 
two phase 
or 
three-phase 
Sometimes 
p e o p l e 
call 
them 
“ areosols,” but that is a misnomer 
unless 
app1’ * 
strictly to two- 
phase cans. Aerosol means to dif­ 
fuse 
through 
the 
air. 
which is 
; what an insecticide or room de 
! odorant does, but nobody diffuses 
whipped cream or paint through 
the air unles 
he’s sneaky. 
The two phase can is the true 
aerosol. 
It s a gas-tight package 
with a pipe extending from 
the 
valve at the top to he bottom of 
the can, 
Two-thirds of the can is 
filled with the liquid phase of the 


I operation, a mixure of the active 
j ingredient (like, say, insecticide) 
and liquified gas. 
The top third 
has the gas itself, the propellant. 
This top layer of gas continually 
exerts pressure downward. 
But 
nothing hapoens until the button 
is pressed, whicj opens the valve. 
Then the pressure if the gas forc­ 
es some of the liquified m atter up 
tie pipe and out into the air. The 
gas in the 
liquid vaporizes 
on 
hitting the air and expands some 
240 times, a physical change so 
nowerful that the active ingredi­ 
ent (insecticide) is blasted apart 
and sprays around the room. 
Meanwhile, 
back 
in the can, 
there’s now' more room in the top, 
or gassy, 
phase of the can 
So 
some of the gas in the liquid va­ 
porizes 
within the can, 
joining 
the gas layer 
thus keeping the 
pressure constant.

The three-phase is used for pro­ 
ducts that will not mix with the 
liquid 
gas. 
Thus, 
there 
are 
three layers inside the can — the 
gas, the liquid active ingredient 
(like 
hair spray) and the 
liquid 
gas. 
When the valve is pressed, 
just the ingredient is forced out. 
A variation on this is the foam- 
type can—like the shaving cream 
dispenser. 
There are 
the 
same 
three layers, but, when you shake 
the can, the two liquids are mixed. 
And, when the valve is pressed, 
enough gas is ejected to vaporize 
and whip the soap solution into a 
foam. 
All three types must be pack­ 
aged carefully Shipping, packing. 
storing 
arc all 
closely watched, 
for pressure cans can, under cer 
tain circumstances, explode. 
The 
success 
of pressure 
cans 
and the problems of packing h;,ve 
created a new subsidiary indus 
try—the contract fillers. Only 
a 
few of the biggest manufacturers 
of ingredients package their own. 
Most farm out the packing to a 
growing list of small plants that 
do nothing but fill pressure cans. 
The 
future looks big. In

works 
are 
containers made of 
plastic 
and glass and methods 
which will make it possible 
to j 
package 
dry products—like 
face 
powder, sugar, fertilizer—in pres­ 
sure packages.
